An Incident of Qen. Buell's Haroh 
to Pittsburg Landing. 

While nil Ibe luaritli from Columbia, 
Tenii , about tbe third of April, 18(12, 
lo join (ieiieral (iraiit's army at I'ills- 
burg Landing, we liiillcd lor tbe iii^'lil, 
after a bard ilii\ 's niui' li, iiiiil bi- 
vouaced on tbe banks of u creek some- 
where bulweeii Columbia and t|ie 
Tenncaseo river wliore were -several 
(lisiillerlos, all of thoin, tliough, lieiug 
shut down on account of the war, 
and fiiiiii the outwani appearance of 
llie biiililin(:s it bad liccii ii li>ii<{ lime 
since their owners had "made a 
mash." The buys soon "piped tlieui 
ofl" all the same, and eflbvted an en- 
trance to one of them. It was dark 
inside, ihougb tliey maniu;ed to dis- 
cover ii nniiiber of large tubs con- 
liiiiiiii^' a lii|iiiu of some kind, w hii li, 
ultcr being suiiiplcd liy experls, « ii> 
pronounced "boss." It was simr, 
unl very pleasant to take. 

DoM ii into the tubs, in the dark, 
went a hiiinlrcd or more canteens, 
and they soon "guggled" themselves 
full, when over lo tbe regiment tbe 
canteen brigade marched, carrying 
the news of their discovery.

It beat 
(he rush for tbe gold-Holds of I'ike's 
I'oak in iu pcakiest days, and a path 
was soon worn aci-ossa field that laid 
iMtweeu the sllll-housc and our reg- 
iment. The trail was easily followed 
in tbe dark, and Iliey kept going and 
coming until near midnight. 

The boys didn't eat any supperlhut 
night. lieing tired and worn out by 
Ibe long march during the day, they 
llllcd up fuller than ticks with tbo 
while still beer, or whatever it was, 
and la/.ily rolled in for the night, 

Among those who pronounced it 
good— exceedingly good— was Cap- 
tain (ilasscock. llekent Tom Dugan 
mi Tying the •■buttermilk," as lie call- 
ed i'l, until it began to get kinder 
thick ill the tubs, and needed stirring 
lip. '■(■(•t me aiiollier eiiuleenful of 
that buttermilk," the Captain was 
heard lo say several times during tlio 
night, and ho got it. 

All had now become quiet. The 
boys had got their till, and were 
sweelly drcainiiii; of "lloine sweet 
home." 

Muruiiig came al lust, and off fur 
the still-houae they again trottcil for 
more "buttermilk.'' Hut nar^' canteen 
was llllcd, for when daylight bad 
,)eeiK'il in niimeroiis dead rats could 
je seen "skimming" u|niii llic surface 
of the "bntterniilk" in each of tbe 
tubs, and tbe Lord knows how long 
tlie dead rodents had "skimmed" 
there, as tlio hair had been about all 
worn off of them by coming in 
ooutact wlthtlie hundreds of canteens 
that bad passed over llieiii during the 
nighl. 

it wiu migbly "loiigb on rats, and 
rougher on the boys who got their 
stonmebs full of tlio stutT. Yon'd a 
died to have seen Hie capers Iliey eut 
in trying to get rid of il. 
Ill these days Captain ilrnce (ilass- 
oek carried about as niiicb sunshine 
in bis composition as any one I ever 
met, but ho WMthe forlornest indi- 
vidual in the n^tlment that morning, 
and alter tho close of the war it didn^t 
do at all tomoulion tliat "buttermilk' 
incident in his presence.

There 
is only one ollice in wliii li siu h a 
:Iefah-alioii coulil oi-. ur, uiid lhal is in 
ilie ollice of Suite Treasurer, J. \V 
I'ate. Now there has been uo exam, 
maliuii of this olHce sluvc .Tanuary, 
1831, though his balances at the end 
of every nioiith tally wiili those of tlic 
Stale Aiiilitor, wlio must receive all 
inoncys bt'lore they enter the Treas- 
lu y, and i.ssyo warrants for every dol- 
lar paid out.

In 18(1.') the number of letters sent by 
mail in all paitsof the world was 2,300,- 
1)00,000. In 1K77 the number was in- 
creased to 4,020,000,000, an average of 
11,000,000 a day, or 128 eaeli second. Ol 
these Europe contrilniled ;!,();i(i,IK):),()IH), 
Amerioo 700,00>i,0l)l). .\sia l,'iO,0()l),(K)0, 
Africa 25,000,000, and Australia oO.OO.I,- 
000. Taking the latest estimate of the 
world's population (1,400,000,000) as 
corrMt, the average number oi letters to 
each person in the world sent by mail 
was three. 

These statistiaB also give the lenglh o( 
the sea and land telegraph lines as 487,- 
500 miles. Th this is not indnded doable, 
liiple, &e., lines.

Ulegra))!! stations, and the number of 
tilef-raph lues-sogcs sent during the

To tho right ear, which was 
dried and well preserved, were attached 
omtimeiits of copper two uud oiio-hnll 
inches lo.ig by one wide, A part of tho 
ioolp was also preserved, showing the 
long black hair pecnliar to the Indians. 
Upon the breast rested an iron kuife 
completely o.\idized. A piece of tho 
skin with "the imprint of the kuife was 
also found. The face was covered with 
u mat mode of the leaves (rf the cattail 
rush. Birch bark was nsad to envelop 
the head, while the whole body wnf 
wrapped in a moose sUn of which the 
hair and a few fragments remained upon 
the breast. Outside of tliis skin was s 
copper breast-plate sixteen or seventeen 
iuobes long. There was also found > 
triangular hatchet, like those tised by 
Uie early French settlers. Oaptoin John 
Smith meutious such hatchets in thi 
hands of the savages.

Johu 
Quiucy Adams died in tho Capital, Feb- 
ruary 21, 1848, and was buried by the 
side of his father at Quiucy. Jacksou 
died Jime 8^ 1846. and was buried at tho 
Hannittae, whion bad long been his 
home. Von Buren died July 24, ISiU 
and was buried at Kinderhook, his home. 
Harrison died April 4, 1841, and was 
buried at North Bend, l^ler died Jan- 
uary 17, 1862, and was buried in Holly- 
wood Cemetery, Richmond. Polk died 
June 15, 1840, and was buried in the 
lawn of his own home in Nashville. 
Taylor died July 9, 18S(), and was buried 
in Cave Hill Cemetery, Louisville. Fill- 
more died March 8, 1874, ond was burled 
in Forest Lawn Cemetery, near BufTalo. 
Pierce died OcIoIkt 8, 18(i9, and was 
buried in Minot Cemetery, Concord. 
Buchanan died Juno 1. ISUS, and was 
buried in Woodland Hill Cemetery, Lan- 
caster. Lincoln died .\pril 16, 1865, ond 
was buried in Onkridgc Cemetery, 
Springfield. Johnson died July ;!l, 
1875, and was buried at Greenville. 
Garfield died September 19, 1881, and 
was buried in Labview Cemetery, Cleve- 
land Four Preedents died in office — 
Horrison and Taylor by illness and Lin- 
coln and Garfield by assassination.

Italy, however, ia offlicted with another 
plague, even more deatruclive than that 
of counterfeiting, morn tremendous iu 
its evil results, ami wliii-li iuva.les every 
di )iurliiu'lit mid every eliisi, Tlio (iov- 
otnmeut itself regulates the lotteries, 
with the idea, probably, of limiting what 
could not bo avoided, and profiting by it. 
It is said that the annual net pnilit wliieh 
it derivoB from this tutelage is $15,000,- 
000. But it is considered only a tem- 
porary measure, the final aim of Italy's 
statesmen being to alMllsh a vice which 
destroys habits of industry and euconr- 
ages crime. It may be considered doubt- 
ful whether this is tho liest woy to do it, 
but the habit was already deeply rooted 
ill the character of tho Italiaus. It is 
now at least eouducted with perfect lion 
esty, the hit^est fuctionaiies of the city 
taking part m tho extraction of the num- 
birs. This ceremony takes phiee in 
Ilomo every Saturday afternoon in i 
semi-circular building on the Tie Bi 
pelta, and is one of the relics of old 
times which is destined to pass away. 
In a high balcony in the center of this 
convex semi-circle are seated a delegate 
of the Prelect and several other gentle- 
men, who pass the fortunote number 
(rom one to the other until it is held up 
to the people and called out by a city 
gnavil. The people stand on the street 
with their heads rnised and their eyes 
llAid on the balcony until hope ia 
qaenobed in oar^int7 or satisfied with

FnnmTOnE con lie cleansed with kero- 
sene oil, but must bo wiped off well. 
White siiots ou varnished wood ore re- 
moved by rubbing with a flannel wet iu 
runiiiliene or kerosene. Dull vornishis 
litigliteiied by rubbing with strong alco- 
hol, whieli dissolves a tritle of the gnni 
of the old varnish and gives a frush sur 
face. 

KxBOSENB oil or naphtha, or even tur- 
pentine, will, in a short time, penetrate 
between minute crevices in joints that 
Imve been long in coiituot, whether IioILh 
or nuts or steam joints. Tlicy should 
be ignited when possible, when Uie 
cffeetrt of heiit aud diflusiim will soon 
loosen the metals. Nuts rust so tight 
sometimes that no wrench will remove 
tlwm without breaking off the bolts. A 
gejitlc hammering on the sides and top 
will Kouietimes start tliem a little. A 
driven jouit or lUst joint between 
lloiiges, formed by caat-iron borings and 
sal ammoniac in solution in them, can- 
not be parted by any Qeons snott ol 
destroying the eustings.
